DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1 . Claims 13, 15 — 21 , 28 and 30 - 32 are pending. 

Claims 1 - 12, 14, 22 - 23, 29 and 33 - 35 have been canceled 
Claims 1 3, 1 5 - 21 , 28 and 30 - 32 are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
September 20, 2010 has been entered. 

Reason for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record teach or suggest a motivation of a method for preparing bisphenol A 
wherein a side draw containing a water-depleted fraction in liquid primarily containing 
phenol, bisphenol A, and acetone and having a water content that is controlled at a level 
of not greater than 2% by weight, taken from the rectification column of the rectification 
zone is cooled and returned as a cycled stream to the reaction zone. Based on the 
comparative data in the specification, Applicant's claimed process obtained unexpected 
improvement in the conversion of acetone and the selectivity of reaction, and decreased 
the temperature in the rectification zone generated by the reaction. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
